Col. Ayres Sees Larger 
Manufacturers Prospering 


New York, May 17.—Short wind- 
ed participants are being left be- 
hind in the long-distance race of 
present high pressure business 
competition, is the opinion of Col. 
Leonard P. Ayres, vice-president 
of the Cleveland Trust Company. 
In the current bulletin of that in- 
stitution he declares that evidence 
of this situation is to be found 
in the records of commercial in- 
solvencies. 

“These failures,” writes Col. Ayres, 
“which are rapidly increasing in 

number, are largely suspensions of 
smaller firms, The figures confirm 
the observations that one may 
readily. derive from reading the 
financial pages of the newspapers. 
Last year the General Motors Cor- 
poration made the largest profits in 
its history, but most of the smaller 
automobile companies reported earn- 
ings that were sharply below those 
of 1925, 

“The current profits of the lead- 


.ing steel producer are very great, 


but most of the smaller companies 


| are reporting large volumes of out- 
| put and shrinking margins of earn- 
| ings. 


“This is a time of prosperity for | 


| the efficient and strong, and one of 
| increasing difficulties for those that 
| are less successful in reducing their 
| costs of production, or that are han- 
| dicapped by inadequacy of capital. 
“During the twenty-five years 
| since 1902 some 182 firms have 
engaged in the manufacture of 
passenger automobiles on a com- 
mercial scale. At the beginning 
of this year only fifty of them re- 
mained in business, In arriving 
at these figures only firms that 
actually conducted manufacturing 
on a considerable scale are taken 
into account. Separate compa- 
nies operated by a single corpora- 
tion, as in the case of General 
Motors, are counted as individual 
units, while companies’ that 
changed names and management, 
but did not go out of business, are 
considered as being continuing 
concerns,”

St. Louis, May 17.—‘The auto- 
mobile industry owes a great debt 
to Ford as the pioneer in bring- 
ing the automobile within the 
reach of those of. limited means,” 
said Alfred P. Slo2n, Jr., president 
of General Motors Corporation.

ETROIT, May 17.—Wayne county registered 6,231 pas- 

‘ senger cars in April, 345 more than in March, but 4,151 
fewer than in April, 1926, which was a record month. 

Figures are for the twenty-two companies which regis- 


tered more than ten cars in Wayne last month. 
The 40 per cent. decline frome—— - 


April last year is accounted for 
largely by the marked decline in 
Ford registrations, which dropped 
to 585 from 3,033 the year previous. 
The Ford decrease made up 59 per 
cent. of the total for all cars. 
Dodge registrations, declining to 132 
from 969, accounted for 20 per cent. 
of the total decrease, while Buick’s 
decline to 564 from 1,232 made up 
16 per cent. 

Eight of the twenty-two com- 
panies showed gains over the 
preceding month and _ sixteen 
showed gains over April last 
year. Chevrolet and Chrysler ac- 
counted for 85 per cent. of the 
increase in last month’s registra- 
tions over March this year. 
Chevrolet increased to 1,497 from 
1,311, and Chrysler to 441 from 
335. Reo registered sixty-seven 
cars in April, against 41 in March; 
Cadillac-La Salle 174, against 149; 
Nash 215, against 178; Oakiand- 
Pontiac 697, against 646; Willys 
Knight-Overland 176, against 133; 
and Studebaker - Erskine 284, 
against 261. 

Ford registrations last month com- 
prised 9.4 per cent. of all cars titled 
in -Wayne county, campared with 
24 per cent. for Chevrolet, 15.7 per 
cent. for Hudson-Essex, 9 per cent. 
for Buick and 2.1 per cent. for Dodge. 
A year ago Ford accounted for 29.2 
per cent. of total registrations, 
Chevrolet 12.7 per cent., Hudson- 
Essex 10 per cent., Buick 11.8 per 
cent. and Dodge 9.3 per cent.

|sipating the artificial values of used 
| cars, when their owners shop around 
with them in their purchasing of 
jnew cars. It is pointed out that a 
used car has only one true value, 
i. e., that price for which the car 
dealer can sell it. By making sales 
|figures public, owners of used cars 
|who are prospective new car pur- 
{chasers are made aware of the 
| real value of their used car ang are 
guided accordingly in trading in

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The Rubber Situation 


CENT announcement that the British Colonial Office 
has ordered another 10 per cent. cut in the amount of 


R B 


rubber to be exported from the East Indian colonies has| 


brought the quota down to 60 per cent. of the normal, 
which was the basis on which the 
This announcement caused certain amount of apprehen- 
sion and speculation as to the effect on the rubber industry 
n this country and particularly on the manufacture of tires. 

Reduced to actual figures, this new curtailment means 
that the British colonies “will be permitted to export about 
60,000 tons of crepe rubber during the months of May, June 
and July. The same total will hold for August, September 
and October. 

Now the Dutch 
output of rubber and this year will probably export about 
50,000 tons a quarter. In America and in Africa also rubber 
eutpyt has been stepped up, and from these sources we may 
look for some 10,000 tons every three months. From other 
sources it is reasonable to expect a contribution of about 
10,000 tons per quarter. This will give us a total of around 
130,000 tons per quarter. 

On the consumption side of the equation we know that 
the United States will probably need around 100,000 tons, ; 
and the rest of the world will demand about 40,000. This 
would leave with a shortage of some 10,000 tons each} 
three months, but the saving grace of the ringenssecege is the 
stock of rubber on hand, which is considerably over 125,000 | 
tons in this country and in England. 

Taken all in all, the situation is not alarming. The factor 
that has undoubtedly enabled us to ‘“‘get by” on the curtailed 
allowance of rubber is conservation. In this country motor 
vehicle users were urged to make their tires go to the ulti- 
thate limit. They have been doing this. Chemists have been 
increasing the use of reclaimed rubber. More of the 
reclaimed product has been used than was once thought 
possrble 

Undoubtedly it has been this factor of saving that has 
enabled us to pile up comfortable reserves, and it is the 
reserve which will bridge the gap between actual needs and 
rubber supplies available under the restriction conditions 
that now obtain. 

From all of which we are justified in hoping that no 
critical situation is likely to develop in the rubber industry 
within the next six months. Furthermore, every day of 
delay is helpful, because it increases the production in the 
areas outside the British restricted zone. Ultimately the 
British restrictions will prove to be a “roorboch” in that it is 
encouraging rubber planting in other territories.

ROM time to time prophets of disaster have pointed to 

local or temporary slumps in the building trade as indi- 

cating trouble ahead. It should be interesting to these Jere- 

miahs to know that the record of building contracts awarded 

in March last throughout the country established the highest 

total on record, surpassing those of March, 1926, by 4 per 
cent. 

This does not necessary mean that the building trades 
are going ahead establishing records month after month, but 
it is a sign of stability. Building is evidently not gong to 
suffer any sudden and devastating slump. Support of the 
market by the building trades is an extremely helpful and 
stabilizing factor in the general business situation. 

And, we may add, continued automotive production on 
a satisfactory basis is another helpful fastor in the general 
situation.
